Coming  Home  on 
Homecoming  Day 

When  the  old  "Normal"  was  still 
in  her  early  childhood — in  fact, 
just  ten  years  after  the  passage  of 
the  act  founding  the  Louisiana 
State  Normal  School — a  group  of 
her  graduates  met  in  Ruston  on 
July  21,  1894,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  an  Alumni  Association. 
The  committee  to  draft  a  proposed 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  had  been 
appointed  on  May  30,  1894,  and 
their  report,  with  amendments,  was 
adopted  at  the  Ruston  meeting,  and 
the  Association  came  into  being. 

Coincident  with  the  organization 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  an  an- 
nual homecoming  was  established. 
The  first  official  Alumni  Home- 
coming was  held  on  May  28,  1895 
— and  this  year,  1950,  we  celebrate 
our  56th  Homecoming  event. 

Men  and  women,  throughout  all 
these  years,  have  looked  forward 
to  the  annual  homecoming  as  a 
time  when  they  could  retrace  the 
paths  of  their  student  days,  meet 
old  friends,  and  re-live  the  past 
just  for  a  day.  Moreover,  it  is  a 
day  on  which  we  contemplate  the 
growth  and  progress  that  has  been 
made  through  the  years. 

Even  though  we  may  feel  a  pang 
of  regret  that  some  familiar  land- 
mark has  been  removed  to  make 
way  for  a  new  or  larger  building, 
yet  we  would  not  stop  the  wheels 
of  progress ;  rather  we  would  speed 
their  motion  toward  a  still  better 
and  greater  institution — one  that 
is  equipped  to  turn  out  a  thorough- 
ly trained  product. 

But  the  old  spirit  that  has  been 
traditional  through  the  years  re- 
mains unchanged,  and  the  feeling 
of  love  and  loyalty  for  the  "Hill" 
and  all  it  stands  for,  grows  in 
strength  and  endurance.  And  so, 
once  again,  we  return  home  on 
Homecoming  Day  to  refresh  and 
revive  our  memories  and  to  cap- 
ture anew  the  spirit  of  our  col- 
lege days.

Library  and  Drive 
To  Be  Dedicated 

The  proposal  to  name  the  library 
building  tne  SCHARLIE  E.  RUS- 
SH.LL  LIBRARY  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. Hew  name  plates  for  both 
the  outside  entrance  and  the  plaque 
on  the  inside  of  the  building  are 
being  made  ready  for  installation. 
The  building,  to  be  known  as  the 
Scharlie  E.  ttussell  Library,  will  In- 
dedicated  at  ceremonies  taking 
place  on  Homecoming  Day,  No- 
vember 18. 

The  pine-bordered  drive  leading 
west  from  Chaplin's  Lake  past  the 
new  Men's  Gymnasium  to  the  in- 
tersection directly  in  front  of  the 
Home  Management  House,  has 
been  named  the  SAM  J.  SIBLEY 
DRIVE  and  will  also  be  dedicated 
on  Homecoming  Day.  An  appro- 
priate marker  will  be  erected  in 
the  triangle  facing  the  Men's  Gym- 
nasium, with  street  markers  on 
each  end  of  the  drive.  Present 
plans  call  for  a  native  rock  base 
with  a  bronze  plaque  placed  on 
top  in  such  position  as  to  make  the 
inscription  easily  read  by  passers- 
by. 

Miss  Russell  and  Mr.  Sibley 
served  this  institution  for  31  and 
37  years,  respectively. 

To  Miss  Scharlie  goes  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  dominant  in- 
fluence in  the  development  and  en- 
largement of  the  college  library. 
It  was  during  her  years  of  service 
that  the  library  grew  from  5,000 
volumes  to  40,000  volumes. 

Once  housed  on  the  third  floor 
of  Caldwell  Hall,  the  library  was 
later  transferred  to  the  old  Model 
School  or  Social  Building.  Upon 
completion  of  the  present  library 
building,  the  library  was  moved  to 
its  new  quarters,  where  it  has  been 
located  for  the  last  decade. 

Mr.  Sibley  served  as  purchasing 
agent  and  business  manager  of 
the  College  during  the  period  1920- 
1947.  He  was  a  great  lover  of  the 
practical  as  well  as  the  beautiful. 
He  loved  nature  and  native  plants. 
He  was  instrumental  in  having 
rows  of  native  pine  trees  planted 
along  both  sides  of  the  drive  now 
being  named  in  his  honor. 
Stroud  Field  to  be  Dedicated 
Later 

Since  the  present  baseball  field 
has  no  stand  or  bleachers  erected, 
the  dedication  of  Stroud  Field, 
honoring  Dr.  C.  C.  Stroud,  has 
been  delayed  until  such  time  as 
the  field,  stands,  etc.,  can  be  com- 
pleted. 

The  naming  of  STROUD  FIELD 
was  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  at  the  same  time  they 
approved  the  naming  of  the  Schar- 
lie E.  Russell  Library  and  the  Sam 
J.  Sibley  Drive.

Demons  Win  Four 

Piling  up  a  total  of  132  points 
against  30  for  the  opposition,  the 
Demons  have  displayed  varying 
degrees  of  offensive  strength 
against  their  first  four  opponents 
in  the  1950  football  season. 

Starting  out  with  a  41-20  win 
over  Central  State  of  Edmond,  Ok- 
lahoma, the  Demons  met  North- 
west Missouri  State  of  Maryville, 
Missouri,  on  the  home  gridiron  the 
following  week.  Missouri  failed  to 
measure  up  to  its  supposed 
strength,  and  Coach  Turpin  clean- 
ed the  bench  in  an  effort  to  hold 
the  score  down  after  piling  up  a 
32-0  lead  at  half  time.  The  final 
score  was  53-0  in  favor  of  the 
Demons. 

Capitalizing  on  intercepted 
passes  and  heads-up  play,  the 
Demons  rolled  up  26  points  against 
Lamar  State  College  of  Technologv 
of  Beaumont.  Texas,  while  holding 
them  scoreless.  The  game  was 
played  in  Port  Arthur  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  a  larger  stadium. 

Playing  at  the  Central  Louisiana 
Fair  in  Alexandria  last  week,  the 
Demons  and  the  Louisiana  College

First    Wing    to    Cost    $449,999 

The  old  concrete  dairy  building 
is  being  razed  and  the  ground  pre- 
pared for  the  location  of  the  new 
Science  Building.  The  erection  of 
the  building  to  house  the  sciences 
will  complete  a  U-shaped  quad- 
rangle with  the  Business  Admin- 
istration Building  and  the  Home 
Economics  Building  forming  the 
sides   of  the   U. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the 
first  wing  of  the  building  have 
been  accepted  bv  the  State  Hoard 
of  Education  and  the  contract  for 
construction  awarded  to  R.  J. 
Jones  and  Son  of  Alexandria  for 
$449,999.00. 

The  first  completed  section  of 
the  new  building  will  house  the 
Physics  and  Chemistry  Depart- 
ments. The  Biological  Sciences 
will  occupy  the  additional  section 
to  be  added   at  a  later  date. 

The  construction  of  this  build- 
ing will  greatly  facilitate  the  teach- 
ing of  science  as  all  departments 
have  been  housed  in  the  old  Train- 
ing School  building  under  crowded 
conditions  and  in  space  that  was 
never  designed  for  science  labor- 
atories or  lecture  rooms.
